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Injustice 


HE forthcoming early Budget will be so concerned with major economic issues 
that the minor ones are likely to pass unnoticed. There is, however, one that 
this journal will never cease from publicizing until the injustice that it repre- 

sents is rectified, and that is the unequal tax on pre- and post-1947 cars. The latest 
exchange on this subject is not edifying. The Chancellor was asked if he would make 
provision for the £10 flat-rate car tax to apply to all cars and not only to those 
registered after January 1, 1947. “I have not,” said Mr. Butler, “lost sight of this 
problem, but I am afraid that I cannot anticipate my Budget statement.” 

What precisely is meant by this inept phraseology? That the Chancellor cannot 
anticipate the Budget is accepted, but what “ problem” is involved that cannot be 
“lost sight of?” The problem of the few miserable millions that accrue by fleecing 
the owners of old cars? In these days of astronomical expenditure they are of small 
account, and their retention by the owners would not add significantly to the current 
inflation. In fact, however, the problem might well be said to be that implied 
morally in the perpetuation of a glaring injustice on a small section of the commu- 
nity, particularly when that section is comparatively defenceless. 

The full hardship on old car owners is not sufficiently realized. They cannot 
replace their cars with new ones even if they wish, and the level of second-hand 
prices demolishes the argument that the purchase tax on new cars balances the extra 
yearly expenditure which they must make. The cost of repairs becomes heavier 
year by year, especially as spares become less and less available, and the insurance 
premiums quoted for the older cars are almost always higher than those for new 
ones. Indeed, the situation is such that old car owners may be excused for sus- 
pecting that their presence on the road is looked upon as undesirable. 

We sincerely hope that Mr. Butler’s early Budget will put an end to this most 
unfair anomaly, while remaining well aware of the method that would probably be 
used in doing so. It is, of course, the substitution of a higher flat rate, applying to 
all cars, irrespective of the date of first registration. Such an increase would be 
unwelcome enough, but the long-standing injustice must be eliminated 


Dissipating Skill 


HILE in principle it is correct, in times of full employment, for workers 

dismissed from one industry to find their way to another, we regard it as 

a pity that motor industry labour is being allowed to scatter thus hap- 

hazardly. For one thing, the current steel shortage is expected to ease in a year or 

two, and it is presumed that the industry will then be implored+to step up its output 
for the benefit of exports. Labour will then have to be recruited again. 

But more regrettable is the dissipation of the skill that still goes to the making 
of the modern car. It is fashionable to suppose that assembly line methods need 
nothing beyond a willingness to do repetition work, but no one who is familiar with 
car assembly, and who has an intimate knowledge of motor industry products, will 
subscribe to that. The plain fact is that the product is still very much evidence of 
the craftsmanship of the workers who have constructed it; lack of skill can make 
itself evident even in the tightening of a nut. 

This skill has resulted in the refinement that is a unique characteristic of even the 
small British cars, and it is of vital importance that this should not disappear. It is 
very much to be hoped that the dismissed workers’ organizations have this in mind; 
that the employers are alert to the situation has been shown by their reluctance to 
release the labour. There is, however, a disturbing suspicion that this alertness does 
not extend to the national administration, which appears to regard flexibility in the 
economy as desirable wherever it becomes manifest; this is almost entirely so, but 
the exception may well be a temporary redundancy in an industry demanding 
considerable skill.

OR many years now a few manufacturers of large 
FE stationary engines and air compressors have been using 
air intake pipes of specially tuned length to obtain 
greatly increased output, and it is well known in the motor 
cycle racing world that the pressure fluctuations in the inlet 
und exhaust systems can be utilized to obtain a supercharg- 
ing effect over the upper speed range. These single- 
cylinder engines, and also one or two multi-cylinder engines 
with separate carburettor and exhaust to each cylinder, have 
been developed to give b.m.e.p. figures of over 200Ib per 
sq in on 80-octane fuel 
It is not possible in this article to deal with exhaust pipe 
effects and, in point of fact, the racing type exhaust incor- 
porating a megaphone obtains its best results over a speed 
range too narrow to be of use for ordinary purposes, so we 
hall assume for the sake of simplicity that the engines we 
consider have exhaust systems without characteristic dis

turbances such as, for example, short stub pipes or a large 
expansion chamber fairly close to the cylinder 

Past experimental work has shown that it is possible to 
make use of these inlet effects to obtain power increase of 
up to 15 or 20 per cent compared with the same engine 
using a really short inlet system of the type where a short 
carburettor is bolted more or less directly on to the cylinder 
head. Moreover, this should be obtainable over the upper 
peed range without impairing the performance lower down 
In certain circumstances, using rather long induction pipes 
und very long valve opening periods, it is known that an in- 
crease of over 30 per cent is obtainable on experimental 
engines, although under conditions which are not favourable 
for ordinary use 

There is some reason to think that certain Italian racing 
motor cycles may be working in the higher range, racing 
conditions and techniques making this possible, but English 
racing motor cycles are almost certainly not 

Although a certain amount of information on this form 
of power increase has been published before, it is mostly 
expressed in rather recondite mathematical terms and buried 
in the inaccessible transactions of learned societies. How- 
ever, it should be possible to express the fundamentals of 
the theory in ordinary physical terms 

Any disturbance in a fluid results in a series of spreading 
waves or ripples, as when a stone is dropped into a pond, 
and any disturbance in air similiarly causes a wave or pulse 
which may range from the blast from a bomb to the minute 
waves which represent noise or sound. If these waves are 
of small amplitude they travel in free air, at 60 deg F, at a

velocity of 1,120ft per sec (764 m.p.h.), irrespective of 
whether they are pulses of high pressure or of pressure lower 
than atmospheric these latter are known as waves of rare- 
faction). The velocity of a pressure wave in a pipe or tube 
is necessarily a little less than the velocity in free air, and 
as the diameter of the pipe is reduced so the velocity will 
diminish. 

In Fig. 1 is shown the drop in velocity, and this illustration 
gives an idea of the mean velocities that may be expected in 
induction systems at ordinary temperatures around 60 deg F, 
though very powerful waves may reach considerably higher 
velocities. The speed of the waves varies with the tem- 
perature, and a change from 60 deg F to 35 deg F will reduce 
the wave velocity from about 1,025 to 1,000ft per sec 
Normally this temperature effect is not important, but if an 
engine were to be run on alcohol after having been tuned 
for petrol or petrol-benzole, then, owing to the tremendous 
evaporative cooling effect of alcohol, it could assume 
practical importance. 

Now suppose our intake pipe to be a long cylindrical 
tube, open at one end to the atmosphere and closed at the 
other by the inlet valve. Then any disturbance inside the 
tube at the closed end will travel towards the open end of 
tube at rather more than 1,000ft per sec. In practice this 
is what happens every time the inlet valve of an engine is 
opened, thus providing access to the moving piston and 
setting up a disturbance in the inlet pipe once every two 
revolutions. If the initial disturbance is a momentary 
suction, or gulp, this travelling wave will be one of rare- 
faction and, on reaching the open end of the tube, it will 
be reflected and travel back towards the closed end, this time 

a high pressure wave. This is a general characteristic 
of wave motion in pipes; pressure pulses are reflected from 
both closed ends and open ends, but whereas with the 
former they remain unchanged apart from the reversal of 
direction, at the open end a pressure pulse is reflected as a 
rarefaction and vice versa

There is, of course, some loss of intensity in the wave, as 
part of it will continue straight on at the point of reversal. 
If we put a sensitive pressure gauge inside the pipe at the 
closed end and record the fluctuations against time, we 
might get a record such as shown in Fig. 2 (a), where the 
line OX represents ordinary atmospheric pressure, points 
above OX being positive pressures and points below being 
negative pressures, or suction. At A there is shown the 
suction loop or pressure “blip” which has already been 
postulated as starting at zero time. This travels to the open 
end, and is reflected and returns, after a period of time

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which depends on the distance it has to travel, in the form B, 
a positive pressure. This positive pressure is then reflected 
from the closed end of the tube, returning to the open end 
and once more being reflected and returning as C. 

This process of oscillation continues indefinitely, the pulse 
gradually losing strength as it wears itself out by continual 
reflection and by friction until eventually it dies away. In 
practice the pulses flow together in one continuous variation 
of pressure and a practical pressure record would look like 
Fig. 2 (b), with the amplitude diminishing rapidly under 
the action of the various dissipative forces. 

The next thing to consider is what use we can make of 
this oscillating pressure wave to assist us to get the efficient 
cylinder filling which is our objective. Obviously it will be 
helpful if there is a state of high pressure outside the inlet 
valve at the moment that it opens, since this will ensure that 
the process of charging the cylinder will begin at once. 
While this condition is important, it is even more important 
that there shall be a high pressure outside the valve during 
the period before it shuts in order to ram in the last part of 
the charge at the highest possible density. At t.d.c. the 
inlet valve has open and the piston starts to

descend on the suction stroke. The local depression created 
by the descent of the piston is transmitted through the 
valve opening and sets off towards the end of the induction 
pipe in the form of a wave of low pressure. After an 
interval, depending on the length of the pipe, this wave will 
return, as we have already seen, as a pulse of high pressure 
und, if we arrange things so that this high pressure shall be 
in full force just before the inlet valve shuts, we shall 
be achieving one of our objectives. 

Perhaps at this point we should digress to say a few words 
about valve timing figures, which can be rather misleading 
An average car engine nowadays might be said to have its 
inlet valve opening 10 deg before t.d.c. and closing 50 deg 
after b.d.c., but the velocity of the valve at the beginning 
and end of its opening period is very low indeed, so that it 
will probably take 20 deg to lift the first 1/64in, which 
represents about 5 per cent of the maximum opening area 
As a similar argument applies to closing, and as these first 
and last 5 per cents contribute little to the cylinder filling 
process, the effective timing is perhaps nearer inlet valve 
opening at 10 deg after t.d.c., inlet valve closing at 30 deg 
after b.d.c. In the diagrams that follow, where i.v.o. and 
i.v.c. positions are shown, they will refer to the effective 
timing and not the nominal timing 

In Fig. 3 is shown a complete engine cycle of two revolu- 
tions (720 deg) for an imaginary engine, showing the 
pressure reading recorded by pressure gauge in the inlet 
port just outside the valve, and it represents an amplifica- 


tion of Fig. 2 (b), except that instead of expressing time in

seconds it is expressed in degrees of engine revolution 
Starting at t.d.c. it has been assumed that the pressure is 
high when the inlet valve effectively opens, but we shall 
return to check this assumption later in the article. The 
pressure drops rapidly as the piston descends and it falls 
to a minimum of perhaps minus 8lb per sq in at 120 deg 
after t.d.c. 

Now, by 210 deg, when the inlet valve shuts, we require 
this suction peak to have travelled from the closed end to 
the open end of the inlet pipe and to have returned as a 
pressure peak, as is illustrated in Fig. 3. It is a simple 
matter to calculate the length of pipe necessary to achieve 
this. If the engine speed is 6,000 r.p.m., or 100 revs per sec, 
then 210 deg-120 deg=90 deg=} revolution, so that the 
time allowed will be x }= A, sec, and in this space of 
time the wave has to travel a distance equal to twice the 
length of the inlet pipe.

The pipe length should therefore be 15in 
Now if the speed of engine were doubled the pressure 
wave would still take ,},, sec to return, but the engine would 
have revolved 180 deg instead or 90 deg and, to restore the 
previous happy state, it would be necessary either to halve 
the length of the pipe or to leave the inlet valve open much 
later. There is a limit to the latter expedient, of course, 
because of the rising piston, but we have established the 
general principle that the longer the pipe or the greater the 
r.p.m., the longer the inlet opening period should be 
However, this is only part of the story, since we have taken 
no account as yet of the residual waves left in the pipe after 
the valve is shut. In many circumstances this alternating 
fluctuation of pressure will not have died away when the 
inlet valve opens again, so we have to consider the period 
between 210 deg and 720 deg. The frequency of this fluctua 
tion we have already established for a 15in length of pipe 
i.e., a rarefaction returns after 90 deg as a pressure surge 
ind after a further 90 deg it will return as a rarefaction again, 
thus completing the full wave cycle every 180 deg). Fig. 3 
shows that, after completing just under three of these full 
cycles in the remaining 510 deg, the pressure has not quite 
returned to where we assumed it would be at the beginning 
so that the assumption was incorrect; but not seriously so 
On the other hand it might have been seriously wrong 
had we started with a slightly different valve timing, which 
would have demanded a different pipe length; in this cas« 
the pressure might have béen at its lowest when the inlet 
valve next opened, which could have altered the shape of 
the charging loop and falsified our conclusions. It seems, 
then, that we should add a further condition that the pressure 
shall be at a maximum at t.d.c. and, in this way, we shall 
retain a smooth, continuous wave system through successive 
engine cycles, which will build up to greatest strengt! 


Pulse Points 


Suppose, for the sake of simplicity, the period of the suc 
tion loop is always 120 deg, then the remainder of the engine 


cycle will be (720 —120)=—600 deg, and into this we have to 
fit exactly (n +4) wave periods where n can be any integral 
number, so (n+ 4)— 14, 24, 34, 44, 54, and so on. Dividing 
up the 600 deg, these correspond to wave periods of 400, 
240, 172, 133 deg and so forth, and the last three of these 
solutions are illustrated in Fig. 4. The 14-wave or 400 deg 
solution is of no practical importance, since, reverting to 
our earlier consideration of valve timing, it would obviously 
be impossible to keep the inlet valve open late enough to 
take advantage of the pressure peak, which would not 
return until 200 deg after the suction wave had set forth. 
The 54, 6}, etc., waves undergo so many reflections 
during the quiescent period that they are attenuated to a 
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Minimum inlet pipe diameters for various 
cylinders, at various r.p.m 


negligible amplitude by the time the valve opens again 

With the intermediate wave systems shown in Fig. 4 
there is a marked increase in power, and, provided that the 
inlet pipe is sufficiently long, the engine will run through 
these three configurations one after the other as the speed 
increases, thus producing three peaks in the torque curve. 
The curves of Fig. 5 show at what speed we can expect to 
find these power peaks for any length of inlet pipe. This 
length would be measured from the extreme end of the 
induction assembly to the valve seat. It must be strongly 
emphasized, however, that Fig. 5 should be looked upon 
only as a rough guide, since various sweeping assumptions 
were made in deducing it, such as the 120 deg duration of 
the suction loop. The actual duration is a complex func- 
tion of the piston movement, valve timing and size, and 
residual wave configuration, and may vary appreciably; but 
nevertheless the simplified theory gives a useful approxima- 
tion to experimental results 


Three Peaks 


If, in Fig. 5, a horizontal line is drawn representing a 
20in pipe, then it will intersect the three curves at approxi- 
mately 3,300, 4,300 and 6,000 r.p.m. respectively. These 
ure, therefore, the speeds at which we might expect our 
three power humps, and Fig. 6 shows the sort of curve 
that is obtained experimentally by plotting power obtained 
aS a percentage of that which would be obtained with a very 
short induction system. The actual curve shown is typical 
of a single-cylinder engine of normal valve timing, but the 
use of long valve opening periods favours the 24-wave 
resonance and would result in a slightly modified curve, 
where the 4}- and 34-wave peaks would be a little lower 
The 24-wave peak, however, would be greatly accentuated, 
to a value which may exceed 30 per cent. 

To get the full benefit of the ramming effect the diameter 
of the induction pipe must not be too small and naturally 
it should be as smooth as possible and free from joints, 
bumps and changes of cross-sectional area. The viscous 
frictional losses increase inversely as the fifth power of the 
diameter, so that a lin bore pipe will have 2°32 times 
the friction of a 2in pipe. This friction tends to damp out 
the residual pressure waves and, for the sizes and rotational 
speeds common to car and motor cycle practice, there is 
evidence to suggest that the nominal gas speed in the intake 
pipe during the induction stroke should be kept down to 
150ft per sec, and ertainly not allowed to exceed 200ft per 
sec. If this happens the potential ramming gain will be 
very greatly reduced. 

On the basis of this latter figure, Fig. 7 has been con- 
structed showing the minimum advisable pipe diameters 
for different cylinder capacities at various r.p.m., and it 
should be borne in mind that these sizes can almost certainly 
be exceeded with advantage

NE of the most admired exhibits 
at the Paris Salon in October, 
1951, was the 4}-litre Bentley

Métallon. Its very modern design, 
with long, sweeping lines, low build 
ind distinctive, full-width frontal 
treatment not only attracted general 
admiration but also elicited high praise 
from the several executives of leading 
British coachbuilders who examined it 
closely. So, too, did the quality of 
both its exterior and interior finish, 
particularly the burr walnut cabinet 
work of the facia board and garnish 
rails, although parts of these are of 
metal with a finish that exactly matches 
the real timber veneer of other parts 
Indeed, any visitor to the Salon who 
did not know the name Facel-Métallon 
nd what it stands for could be for- 
given for jumping to the conclusion 
that the car must surely be the product 
of one of the old carrossiers of interna- 
tional renown whose exhibits in the 
Salons of those more spacious days be- 
tween the world wars were wont to be 
i sensation 

Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. Facel-Métallon are not coach- 
builders but specialists in metal work- 
ing. They produce in series all-metal 
bodies in light alloy, or steel, or in 
a combination of both metals, to a 
total of 105 per day. They also pro- 
duce many other metal component 
for the automobile industry, such as 
bumpers, hub discs or nave plates, and

industry they manufacture, amongst 
other things, combustion chambers for 
the Rolls-Royce Nene and Tay and for 
the De Havilland Ghost jet engines 
For Madame’s domestic purposes they 
make an extensive range of those 
glossily finished kitchen cabinets with 
stainless steel sinks that so delight the 
housewife of any nationality. For 
Monsieur’s business offices they will 
shortly introduce a comparable range 
of all-metal furniture. 

It is, therefore, a matter of some sur- 
prise that a “ one-off ” car of such artis- 
try in line and finish as the Facel Bent- 
ley should emanate from manufac- 
turers of such utilitarian products. At 
the same time the other body produc- 
tions, although fabricated in quantities 
by modern methods, are by no means 
lacking in appearance or finish 


The Range 


Look, for instance, at the Dyna Pan- 
hard, the simplest of the range, the 
bodies of which are built of light alloy 
at the rate of about 70 per day, or the 
Simca-Sport coupé and drop-head 
coupé of light alloy and steel, or the 
Ford Cométe two-door  all-steel 
saloon, the Simca and Cométe produc- 
tion totalling about 15 bodies per day 
Artistry is not, perhaps, apparent or 
to be expected in the 20 to 25 bodies 
per day for the V.L.R. (Voiture 
Légére Routier), an all-purpose mili- 
tary vehicle which might be described 
as a French version of the Jeep 
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by A. G. Douglas 
Clease, B.Sc., A.M.j.Mech.£. 


IN SERIES 


This production rate, which aver- 
ages 105 bodies of various types per 
day, will be increased in the spring t& 
125 per day. Four factories are en- 
gaged in the work, two in Paris, at 
Colombes and Courbevoie, one at 
Dreux and the largest at Amboise. The 
total labour force amounts to 2,000. 

It is at Amboise, 130 miles from 
Paris, in the peaceful setting of the 
Loire valley, where are situated the 
huge mechanical presses which trans- 
form metal sheets into the shaped steel 
or aluminium panels. The pressings 
are transported to Colombes, where 
they are assembled in jigs and electric- 
ally welded into the complete body 
shells. The Dyna bodies then go to 
the Panhard works, where they are 
mounted on their chassis, painted and 
trimmed. Simca and Cométe bodies are 
mounted on their chassis at Colombes 
and go to Dreux for painting, trimming 
and finishing. The completed Simca- 
Sport coupés are also road _ tested 
there, not only¥ for the coachwork, but 
also for the chassis, in the hands of 
skilled Simca personnel. 

In the Dyna body the lower scuttle, 
the upper scuttle with the screen 
pillars and roof peak, the sills, cant 
rails and quarter pillars, standing 
pillars, and the front of the rear wheel 
arches are Alpax light alloy castings, 
ten in all. These are not die castings 
but ordinary sand mould castings; 
nevertheless, they are very clean, in the 
foundryman’s sense of the word, and 
the only work necessary on them is the 
machining of the various surfaces 
which will form joints when the 
members are bolted together, and the 
finishing of exposed surfaces with abra- 
sive disc portable equipment. The 
joint surfaces are machined to close 
limits, and the castings are then bolted 
together in jigs, forming in effect a 
body frame. 

Three steel pressings, suitably ribbed 
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to give them rigidity, are spot-welded 
together to form the front floor, which 
is then riveted to the sills with a seal- 
ing strip interposed. Other pressings 
are of Duralinox light alloy, and from 
them the rear floor and rear wheel 
arches are built up, being spot-welded 
together into a sub-assembly which is 
then bolted to the castings that form 
the front portion of the wheel arches 
Flanges at the front and sides of the 
roof pressing are bolted to the castings 
which form the roof peak and cant 
rails by means of countersunk screws 
and a special form of self-locking nut, 
and the tail pressing is spot-welded to 
the roof panel and to the wheel arch 
pressings 


Detachable Wings 


Doors are built of two pressings, the 
outer panel and an interior stiffener M. Jean Daninos presides over Facel-Métallon, and is here seen with the Ford Cométe 
The edges of the outer panel are all-steel, two-door saloon 
wrapped over the edges of the stiffener 
pressing, which with the outer panel 
then forms a box section for the upper 
part of the door surrounding the win- 
dows, spot welding also being used to 
unite the two pressings. The stiffener 
pressing inmer edges carry rubber 
beads to prevent drumming, and rein- 
forcements are introduced to carry the 
hinges and locks, a channel section run- 
ning the length of the hinge edge of 
the door. Wings are also Duralinox 
light alloy pressings and are detachable, 
so that replacement in the event of 
accidental damage is merely a matter 
of unbolting them and either making 
good the damage or fitting new wings 
The ten castings have a total weight

of 112 lb and pressings total 172 Ib, so 
that the weight of the complete body 
shell, in which there are thirty main 
units, pressings or castings, before 
painting, glazing or trimming, is ap- 
proximately 284 lb—actually rather 
more because of screws, nuts, hinges, 
locks, and so on. 

It is noticeable in the Colombes 
works, where the Dyna bodies are 
built on an assembly line, that space is 
very limited, and that accordingly the 
bodies are very close together as they 
gradually take shape. This, however, 
does not appear to WOrry the workers, 
who maintain a fast tempo as a matter 
of natural inclination 

In the Simca-Sport coupé there are 
no castings to form the body frame, 
and to some extent the construction 
is more orthodox for all-metal body- 
work, to the extent that box-section 
portions are introduced where neces- 
sary for strength and rigidity, as in the 
ills and pillars. The floor and inner 
part of the rear wheel arches are steel 
pressings, swaged or flanged where 
desirable for ngidity. The sills and 
pillars are box-sections built up from 
teel pressings and, with the box- 
section waist rail at the rear and the 
scuttle at the front, form in effect a 
body frame structure to which the 
steel roof panel and screen pillars are 
idded The various members are 
united by spot welding where possible 
or by oxy-acetylene welding of the 
eams at certain points 

The front portion of the panelling, 
consisting of bonnet surround and 
front cowl, wings and scuttle, is built 
up of aluminium pressings, there being 
main pressings welded by oxy- 
acetylene. The rear panelling consists 
of Duralinox pressings. The joint be- 
tween the steel roof panel and the 
aluminium front and light alloy rear 
panelling is made by means of a special 
tin-bearing alloy which unites readily 
with the various metals under the heat

Painting Technique 
Painting and trimming are carried 
out at the Dreux works, whither the 
bodies on their chassis are transported 
rhe painting equipment is up to date, 
and the synthetic under<oats are 
dried as the cars pass through infra- 
red drying ovens. The final finish is by 
cellulose lacquer. A very popular 
colour on account of its clean 
appearance, even when splashed with 
mud, is known as “ Facel grey.” The 
trimming is in grey corduroy to match, 
over fillings of Dunlopillo 

Introduced at the Paris Salon in 
October last, the Ford Cométe is a 
two-door four-five-seater saloon of all- 
steel construction. The first 50 of the 
series were built at the Courbevoic 
works, which acts as a pilot plant 
where new models are developed and 
the prototypes built, but which is 
scheduled to become an experimental 
and development unit. Here also wer« 


produced the jigs necessary for the 
assembly line at Colombes, where a 
new line devoted to the Cométe came 
into operation during January. 

To receive the low-built coupé body 

it is only 4ft 7in high overall—the 
Ford chassis is modified slightly. The 
upper part of the rear members of the 
cruciform bracing is cut away by 
oxy-acetylene torch so as to reduce the 
depth of these members to approxi- 
mately half. Reinforcements are 
welded in to avoid any loss of strength 
at this point, and naturally this modifi- 
cation has been approved by the 
French Ford factory. This modifica- 
tion allows the rear seat to be posi- 
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continued 


or bolster portions at the front edge 
of the cushions. The interior style 
generally is quiet and tasteful. 
Visibility for the driver has been 
carefully studied and the low, down- 
ward-sloping bonnet, wide and well- 
raked curved screen, and _ thin 
screen pillars combine to give an un- 
usually good view of the road. The 
curved rear window is even wider, for 
it is extended round into the quarters. 
A novelty is the stainless steel facia, 
engraved with horizontal lines and 
polished before it is pressed to shape. 
It is slightly recessed beneath the 
scuttle rail so that there are no annoy- 
ing reflections of it in the screen. The

tioned low down, and there is ample 
foot room for the rear passengers in 
shallow wells at each side of the central 
tunnel over the propeller-shaft 

The system of construction is un- 
usual in that a rudimentary body frame 
is built up of steel pressings welded 
to the chassis. The sills, scuttle and 
door hinge pillars form the basis of 
this, and are largely spot welded to- 
gether. To complete this frame struc- 
ture the rear waist rail and channel- 
section pressings which form the 
cantrails are welded in, also a mem- 
ber which forms a support for the rear 
of the roof pressing and conforms to 
the rear window. To 
pressed steel 


the outline of 
this body frame the 
panels are welded, resulung in a com- 
structure of considerable 


pleted 
stiffness, but of low 


strength and 
weight. 

Steel pressings form the basis of the 
seat structure, for both cushion and 
squab. The backs of the front seats 
fold forward to give easy access to the 
rear seats through the single wide door 
at each side. Considerable attention 
has been paid to the design of the up- 
holstery, which gives good support to 
the thighs by virtue of slightly raised 


main door winding windows slide in 
metal frames, and in front of them are 
triangular ventilating panels. 

A feature of the external appearance 
is the large section, stainless steel 
bumpers with massive over-riders, the 
tops of which are used to house the 
flashing light direction indicators. 
Head and side lamps are mounted in 
the front of the wings, and twin rear 
lamps are sunk in the ends of the rear 
wings. In the large luggage locker the 
spare wheel is carried in a vertical 
position on the right-hand side, so that 
it is accessible without interfering with 
the luggage, and incidentally it helps 
to counterbalance the driver’s weight 
if there are no passengers aboard. 

Hub discs and rim embellishers are 
also of stainless steel and are produced 
at the Amboise press works, as are the 
bumpers. For the production of the 
bumpers, of which between 400 and 
500 sets of various patterns are the 
daily output, an automatic polishing 
plant has been designed and con- 
structed by the Facel plant engineers. 
It is some 30 yards in length and in- 
corporates 16 polishing units, elec- 
trically driven and fed by a conveyor 
which is loaded at one end with un- 
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polished pressings, while from the 
other end the polished and finished 
bumpers are unloaded. 

Presiding genius of Facel-Métallon 
is M. Jean Daninos, its chairman and 
managing director, who founded the 
company fifteen years ago in one small 
factory where he had fourteen em- 
ployees. During the occupation some 
of the works were occupied by the 
German forces, but in one of the 
smaller factories the workers refused 
to admit the Germans and—strange to 
relate—were not interfered with, so 
that they continued to turn out char- 
coal-burning gas-producers for civilia 
use, which were much used in France 
owing to the lack of petrol. Some of 
the factories were considerably 
damaged when the Germans retreated; 
the work of restoration has not been 
easy, and is not yet completed. 

Apart from his managerial duties, 
however, M. Daninos is also the 
project engineer, designer and, indeed, 
the driving force behind the whole 
enterprise. His flair for line is well 
seen in his latest productions, the 
Cométe and his own Bentley, which to 
some extent resemble each other in 
their general conception. There are, 
of course, considerable differences in 
detail, as exemplified by the more pro- 
nounced lines of the Bentley wings, 
particularly in the manner in which 
they spring from the body side panels 
and taper into fins which carry the tail 
lights. In construction, however, the 
Bentley coupé resembles the Cométe, 
having a steel side, front and rear body 
frame structure which receives the 
Duralinox panel pressings, the roof 
also being of this light alloy. The

GULLIBLE'S 


E often feel that the average 
motorist is an ingenious and 
trusting sort of person, all too 

likely to accept at face value claims 
made for various products, and whilst 
we like to turn the easy shilling with 
the rest of °em, we do try to make a 
point of recommending only those lines 
which we consider represent value for 
money. In pursuance of this policy, 
we once set out to discover the actual 
worth of some nationally advertised 
“economy devices,” some new, some 
old, ranging from the “air-bleed- 
through-mothball-container” to the 
many variations on the flange-fitting 
“ gas-flow-straightener ” and atomizer 
Motorists using these devices were 
promised extra m.p.g. up to 40 per cent, 
together with better acceleration, 
greater speed and faster hill-climbing, 
representing altogether the millennium 
we have all been seeking since tube 
ignition, and owners could not, per- 
haps, be blamed for investing sums of a 
guinea upwards in the hope of achieving 
even half of the claims advanced. Of the 
four devices we tested with the greatest 
accuracy and the least possible 
prejudice, only one gave an improve- 
ment in top speed and hill-climbing, 
none produced more than 4 per cent 
more m.p.g., and two of them even im- 
paired efficiency as well as increasing 
fuel consumption. 

To present the full story, it is only 
fair for us to add that we have cus- 
tomers who have purchased such fit- 
ments, and who obstinately enjoy lower 
consumption and better performance; 
but, if we could advise potential pur- 
chasers, we: would say, “ Get an inde- 
pendent report before parting with 
your money.” 


Red Neck Department 


WE don't like to think that we are 
unduly conceited about our tech- 
nical abilities, but we do sometimes feel 
small pangs of annoyance at the type 
of customer who persists in hanging 
round the job and making “helpful” 
suggestions from time to time. We 
have one such client on our books, 
whom we call Cuthbert, a blasé young 
man who knows everything about 
everything. We finish each of his jobs, 
seething with indignation and vowing 
that next time he appears we will be 
“Closed for Stocktaking.” 

Upon his last appearance, his inter- 
posed criticisms and suggestions rather 
wore us down, and we suggested with 
what restraint we could muster that 
perhaps it would be better if he carried 
out the work himself. The admonition

burettor float chamber had been re- 
placed, and the engine _ started, 
whereupon petrol issued from every 
pore of the carburettor; a sharp smack 
on the float chamber having failed to 
release what we imagined might have 
been a sticking float, we switched off. 

Cuthbert broke his silence and 
languidly asked, “Do you think it 
might be better with this in?” 

“ This,” delicately held between im- 
peccably manicured fingers, was the 
carburettor needle valve! 


Should be Seen . 


MY first job when I entered the motor 
4"4 trade was as a petrol pump attend- 
ant, and, under the not-so-benevolent 
eye of the service manager, it was while 
I was serving in this capacity that I got 
my first lessons on implementing the 
principle, “The customer is always 
right.” 

I do not believe that the discipline 
could be any stricter on the parade 
ground at Sidi-bel-Abbes than it was 
on that forecourt, and, looking back, I 
think those early, cheerless and unin- 
spiring days were very worth while. In 
Lancashire they say, “ There’s nowt as 
funny as fowk,” and my impressionable 
mind took particular note of the fact 
that there were, indeed, some funny 
“fowk” amongst motorists, and I still 
meet a lot of them these days; and I 
still try to carry out their orders to the 
full. 

Having learned the lesson myself, I 
recently tried to teach it to an appren- 
tice we had, a studious youth, who, by 
reading and studying at night school, 
had acquired “the little bit of know- 
ledge ”; he worked on the principle that 
“he knew what he knew,” and was at 
pains to show what he knew. 

His hour of trial came one day when 
he was given the chance to demonstrate 
his knowledge on a supercharged Aston 
Martin whose carburettor required an 
adjustment, and whose owner was a 
man who had “been around” cars a 
good deal. With creditable enthusiasm 
the boy proceeded to connect a mani- 
fold vacuum gauge to the induction 
system, at which the customer pro- 
tested mildly that there would be 12Ib 
pressure at that point when the engine 
was at full revs. Apparently convinced 
that he had encountered one of the 
funny ones, our young man ignored 
the well-meant advice and raced the 
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engine. As reminders of the episode, 
we now have a chastened apprentice 
who will forever resist the temptation 
to argue with a client, and a vacuum 
gauge which reels dizzily between plus- 
12 and minus-10 at the sound of a 
Shorrock supercharger. 


Matter Out of Place 


BELIEVE that any motor engineer 

who sets out to make a speciality of 
removing foreign matter from fuel sys- 
tems will embark upon a lucrative 
enterprise, for I cannot remember ever 
being called upon to “clear the drains” as 
frequently ds I have these last three years 
or so; and what a surprising variety of 
misplaced matter one finds in petrol 
tanks and supply lines! Sand and 
gravel, fluff, wood chips, dead flies, rust 
scale, and solder balls are a few of the 
things which have brought about a 
contretemps during recent times, and 
there does not appear to be a really 
satisfactory explanation for the current 
epidemic. 

Quite new cars are troubled equally 
with the older models, and I have heard 
it said that sketchy filtration of dis- 
charged motor spirit at the docks 
accounts for most of the trouble; that 
may or may not be the truth. 

However that is, happily there ia very 
simple remedy, consisting of the intro- 
duction into the tank-pump supply 
line of a gravity water-trap and filter, 
of which there are many examples on 
the market at present. A good filter 
of this type will provide a positive in- 
surance against stoppages caused by 
dirt or foreign matter and, at a price of 
between fifteen and twenty-five shil- 
lings, they represent a good investment 
to the harassed motorist; one little 
snag is that at present rates of labour 
charges the expense of fitting is some- 
times as great as the cost of the filter, 
but I feel that it is certainly a worth- 
while expense. 

The only one of these filters which 
did not work efficiently (that I know of) 
was one which I fitted with the inlet 
to the outlet pipe and vice versa; the 
result was that the sediment trap of the 
filter remained surgically clean whilst 
the pump and carburettor collected a 
prodigious amount of the various types 
of misplaced matter mentioned above. 
I won the silver rose bowl for that job!

space of time one feels completely at home with it; it is a 
willing servant carrying out the driver’s wishes with very 
little prompting, or joining in the fun should the master be 
in the mood; and he frequently is in the Alvis. 

Up to its high cruising speed around 70 mp.h. this 
car is sprightly—quick off the mark and rapidly attaining 
the upper sixties. Higher still—and the genuine maximum 
is over 85 m.p.h—rapid acceleration is perhaps adversely 
affected by the body shape, which may present more drag 
than other styles of coachwork of a similar size. Average 
speeds approaching 50 mp.h. can be achieved under 
favourable conditions without it being felt that the car 
is being hurriedly driven. It takes all that a fast driver in 
a hurry can give it without, so to speak, batting an cyelid, 
and gives him satisfaction in its way of doing so. Therein 
its behaviour is traditional of the marque to those who have 
good memories of the pre-war models. Briskly driven, it is 
not an easy car to catch in another good car. 


Hill Performance 


The engine is smooth and flexible and, should the driver 
wish, the Alvis may be treated a good deal as a top gear 
car, though, on British Pool fuel, not without a certain 
amount of pinking. Average main road hills can be taken 
without changing down, and, under normal conditions, with- 
out any noticeable fall in speed, while third gear will cope 
with most hills of the steeper variety found in this country. 
Effective use can be made, however, of the well-chosen gear 
ratios by a driver so inclined, gear changing by means of 
the sports-car type of centrally placed and rigid central lever 
being very pleasant and in keeping with the general character

THE STORY OF THE CAR AND TEAM 


IR me, from start to finish, the 1952 Monte Carlo 

Rally has been a Very Great Adventure; the sort of 

fairy tale which you occasionally read about as having 
happened to someone else, but never imagine that it could 
happen to you. 

It is now quite a few months since Stirling Moss and I 
decided that it would be a good idea to enter together for 
this most celebrated of all rallies; Stirling, in particular, 
who had never even watched this event, was anxious for 
what would be, to him, a new experience in competition 
motoring. Desmond Scannell, secretary of the B.R.D.C., 
agreed to make up the team of three; in this we were fortu- 
nate, as his undoubted flair for organization proved 
invaluable during all the preliminary discussions and 
arrangements. 

Eventually, we were invited to compete with a works- 
sponsored Sunbeam-Talbot 90, as a unit in the official team 
of three cars; the other two were in the hands of genial 
Norman Garrad (the team captain), with Douglas Perring 
and John Cutts, and George Hartwell with John Pearman 
and W. M. Chipperton. It was agreed that our starting 
point should be Monte Carlo, as against Glasgow for the 
other two cars; we were particularly anxious to start from 
the Principality, as by so doing we could get a last-minute 
run over much of the route on the way to the start, and 
also some preliminary practice round the new circuit for 
the regularity test. 

The last few weeks before the rally seemed to disappear 
in a flash, and almost before I realized it, I found myself 
en route for Folkestone with Desmond; Stirling, who had 
been holiday-making in Switzerland, was to meet us in Paris. 
The idea was that we should leave Paris at the same time in 
the evening as that called for during the rally, and then 
travel over the route and endeavour to maintain the re- 
quired 50 k.p.h. average; we proposed, however, to occupy

STONE-THROWING 
the Tiddley-wink 


—Having once suffered the same alarming experience 
correspondent, Mr. John S. Truscott [63961], that of 
windscreen shattered by a stone thrown up by an 
vehicle, I think the question you set in your footnote 
as to how stones are thrown up with sufficient velocity by 
oncoming vehicles is easily answered. In my opinion, stones 
are sometimes thrown into the air laterally but with very little 
speed behind them, certainly nothing approaching the bullet 
like speed stones ejected rearwards by the rotary action of 
the tyres. Stones thr lateraliy are merely flipped into 
the air by a nippine action—tiddley-wink fashion—of the 
approaching car's tyres. It is one’s own velocity when striking 
one of these stones that does the trick.

From the Top of the Tyre? 


[64010.|—With reference to Editorial comment at the 
foot of letter |63961| (how stones are thrown up with sufficient 
velocity to break the screen by an incoming car), I think the 
explanation may be as follows 

The peripheral speed of a tyre will determine the kinetic 
energy of stones thrown up by tyres, but the direction of throw 
will be determined by the point of rotation at which they leave 
the tyre 

Consider a car at 60 m p.h

At any instant in time the bottom 
of the tyre becomes an instantaneous centre of rotation, and 
therefore stationary for that instant The centre of the hub 
s travelling forward at the speed of the car (60 m.p.h.), while 
the top of the tyre is travelling forward at double the speed of 
the car (120 m.p.h These speeds are all celative to the forward 
motion of the car and, of course, the relative ceeds of other 
points on the tyre vary between the speeds mentioned. This 
can, perhaps, better be appreciated if the track of a tank or 
crawler tractor is considered.

ROAD SAFETY 
The Answer to the Road Accident Problem ? 


[64014.)}—I quote Izaak Walton, having substituted the word 
* driving ” for the original word “angling.” “O Sir, doubt not 
but that driving is an art, and an art worth you learning. The 
question is rather whether you be capable of learning it. For 
driving is somewhat like poetry—men are born so.” 

This, in a nutshell, is the answer to the road accident prob- 
lem, because the general opinion is that anybody can drive a 
motor vehicle. Nothing is farther from the truth, owing to 
the fact that passage along the highway under present conditions 
s quite a complicated business and a large percentage of the 
general public are finding it beyond their capabilities. I am 
convinced that road accidents are the result of certain people in 
charge of motor vehicles being incapable of learning the art of 
driving 

I am an ex-driving instructor and an ex-R.AF. and civil 
flying instructor with 32 years’ driving experience. I feel, there- 
fore, that I do know a little bit about the people who are to 
become future drivers, having given driving tuition to over 500 
people from all walks of life, which represents a fair cross- 
section of the driving public, whether they drive in a pro- 
fessional or amateur capacity. 

I have come to the following conclusion: That good, safe 
drivers are born and not made, the sex of the driver being of 
no consequence. Would-be drivers can be divided into three 
main categories, as follows :— 

1) The natural or born driver who needs very little tuition 
because he or she possesses an inborn ability to drive well and 
safely. These people appear at the rate of about 1 in 5 and can 
counteract mistakes made by other road users. 

2) The people who possess the requisite qualities to a small 
degree They are very difficult to teach and can pass the 
present inadequate driving test eventually, more by luck than by 
driving skill

I then enquired whether the part-exchange of my old car 
could be arranged. The dealer said no, his firm no longer found 
it mecessary to engage in such business, but I could put it in their 
showrooms, and if m were sold, they would be content with 10 
per cent of the price. I have no particular quarrel with the 
dealer on this ground—my tailor never takes my old suits in part 
payment—but I mention the matter in passing 

In due course, I took delivery of the new car at the manu- 
facturers’ London showrooms, the manufacturers dealing with 
the registration and taxation, and with the shipping of the car 
from England when my holiday was over. All payments were 
made direct by me to the manufacturers. 

When the car arrived here, I assisted in clearance through the 
Customs, and I watched over the car’s preparation for the road 
Finally, I received bills for clearance and preparation : bills which 
would have been no bigger had the work been undertaken by an 
agent unconnected with the marque. 

What justification is there, Sir, for the payment of several 
hundred pounds commission to the agent and sub-agents in such 
? was I who brought the existence of the car to the 
sub-agents’ notice, and it was the manufacturers and I who did 
nearly all the work. As for “service after sale,” the particular 
retailer is no better qualified to give such service than are other 
retailers in this city: and I should be very surprised if he carries 
a single spare 

It will be argued that present times are exceptional; that in 
the near future the supply of cars will exceed the demand; and 
that the retailer merits his commission by reason of past and 
future services. It will be pointed out that the middleman has 
his uses, and that it would be silly to expect him to canvass for 
orders in present circumstances. 

Accepting such arguments—though I do not agree with them

Besides, are there not still a 
great number of second-hand cars on the market, with negligible 
mileage, in immaculate condition, and maintained regardless of 
cost by fastidious owners ?

TUITION 
Good Schools Turn Out Good Drivers 


{64018.]—You rightly point out in your Editorial, “ Rules and 
Roads” (January 25), that driving schools bear a large measure 
of responsibility for improving the general standard of road usage 
among motorists. The article on which your Editorial com 
ments lists a number of common faults which strict obedience 
to the Highway Code would automatically eliminate 

But the better driving schools exist for the purpose of educat 
ng new drivers to the point where they can pass the official 
test, which in turn is based on the Highway Code. Having 
passed the test, it is rarely that they slide back into bad habirs 

Long experience of teaching people to drive has convinced 
me that a good driving school turns out a conscientious motorist 
The type of early training received conditions a motorist’s con 
duct for the rest of his life. The better and more comprehensive 
that training, the greater the sense of responsibility engendered 
As the founder of the largest driving school in the country, 
turning out 30,000 pupils a year, I am bound to be considered as 
grinding an axe in these remarks. But, unfortunately, in grind- 
ing a national axe, it is impossible for me to do other than grind 
my own 

There is no doubt that a general raising of the standard of 
skill and conduct by all categories of road users must largely 
be the basis for any attack on the appalling problems that roads 
present. The motorist must play his part to the full if he is tc 
prevent any spread of the insidious tendency to blame him for 
everything. If every intending motorist (and some established 
ones) learned to drive properiy under experienced tuition and on 
dual-controlled vehicles, instead of fooling about asking a friend 
or relative, who may be an indifferent driver himself, to teach 
him, then we should be getting somewhere. 

5 to drive is a serious business and should be treated 
as such. It is in many ways a lot casier to learn to fly an aero 
plane, but no would-be aviator would contemplate tuition wit! 
anybody other than a competent instructor in anything but a 
dual-controlled aircraft.

N a very short time the Silverstone Healey earned itself an 

enviable reputation, not only for sheer performance in the 

sense of acceleration and high speed, but also for handling 
characteristics quite out of the ordinary. It is strictly a down- 
to-earth enthusiast’s sports car with little consideration for 
roominess or luggage capacity. It is powered, of course, by the 
2}-litre Riley engine. The comparable models currently pro 
duced by the company are the Nash-Healey and the 3-litre Alvis 
engined model. The January, 1950-registered Silverstone sup 
plied for test purposes by Rose and Young, Ltd., 65-69, Stern- 


hold Avenue, Streatham Hill, London, S.W.16, was in an attrac 
tive pale blue cellulose in first-class condition. The beige uphol- 
stery was in similar state and the Vynide covering of the facia 
was unmarked. The hood was neither unduly worn nor dirty 
and the side screens were in virtually new condition. The driver 
was laterally located by a bar attached to the left of the seat 

Ordinary Pool petrol was used during the test, which resulted 
im some pinking and running-on, but distress signals from the 
engine were not so easily produced as to have any serious effect 
on driving technique, partly, perhaps, because this car in any 
case demands good use of the gear box. The engine ran sweetly 
in congested traffic conditions, ticking over for as long as 
required without untoward effects and, when released for a 
stretch of open road, attained speeds high by any standards in 
extraordinarily short times. The central gear lever was placed 
in just the right position and the synchromesh and selection 
mechanism were praiseworthy. The petrol consumption quoted 
in the table could almost certainly be considerably improved 
with quict driving on long runs 

The steering merited special comment, being sensitive, light 
and accurate to a standard which few cars could equal. Long, 
fast curves required a minimum of movement of the steering 
wheel, and the car did not deviate a fraction from its arc ot 
travel. This stecring, on which any improvement would be hard 
to imagine, was backed up by suspension which gave a firm 
ride without any tendency to pitch or roll. The brakes were 
extremely powerful and light to operate, but the hand brake 
control, although effective, was rather more out of reach than 
was desirable 

The instruments on the facia were comprehensive without 
being numerous to the point of confusion. A trip as well as 
total mileage indicator was incorporated in the speedometer; 
and oil pressure, water temperature and fuel level gauges, and 
a rev counter were included. The clock incorporated in the 
rev counter dial was not working. A jack and tyre pump accom- 
panied the small tools located behind the seats. There were no 
rattles, and a squeak from the engine compartment was the 
only unusual sound. All the tyres were virtually new and the 
all-round condition and performance of the car were extremely 
good

Vacuum 


In an article in “The Autocar” of 
jugust 3, 1951, describing the vacuum 
ignition taming control, reference is made 
to a small holé drilled in the atmosphere 
side of the carburettor. I have always 
understood that a vacuum control 
advanced the ignition as a result of 
inlet manifold vacuum under light engine 
loads, but how can this apply if the drill- 
ing is on 1 —— side ?

TOUR ren concerning the opera- 

tion of the vacuum ignition equipment 
are in part correct. Although the con- 
nection to the carburettor is just on the 
atmospheric side of the throttle when that 
device is fully closed, in the slightly 
open position the swing of the butterfly 
valve does, in effect, bring the connection 
on the inlet (or engine) side as far as the 
air pressure is concerned, and this change 
of throttle position will cause the 
mechanism to advance the ignition. How- 
ever, further opening of the throttle re- 
duces manifold depression and conse- 
quently causes the ignition to be retarded 

If the connection was fitted straight on 
the manifold, for example, when the 
throttle was completely closed the vacuum 
ignition control would be fully advanced 
and this would affect the engine tick-over 
and counteract the advantages of a centri- 
fugal advance mechanism

When 
an engine is using oil freely a five-gallon 
drum of inferior oi] will not cause extra 
wear and is very cheap. The main reason 
for new rings or a rebore is when com- 
pression is down, performance poor, petrol 
consumption heavy or the engine difficult 
to start

Charging Fuses 

I have a 12-volt home battery charger 
designed to charge at approximately one 
amp. There is, at present, no fuse incor- 
porated in the circuit and I am a linle 
dubious about leaving the charger on all 
night without this safety factor. Could 
you advise me on the type of fuse or fuses 
to obtain and indicate the position in the 
circuit in which they should be futed. 

Is ut advisable to fit a fuse on the mains 
side of the charger and another on the 
output ?

FUSE is not necessary in the mains 
4 supply side of the charger because 
there should, of course, already be a fuse 
in the circuit of the socket to which you 
connect up. Again a fuse is not necessary 
in the secondary, because the current given 
during charging could not become exces- 
sive unless there were a considerable rise 
of voltage in the primary circuit, i.c., the 
mains supply, which, of course, does not 
occur. 

Should the primary circuit be dis- 
connected, as by a power cut, a fuse is still 
not necessary in the secondary circuit be- 
cause current cannot flow from the battery 
back through the secondary windin 
owing to the presence of the met 
rectifier, which passes current only in the 
one direction
